The petition set forth, that the petitioner had undertaken 
the office of High. Sheriff for the last year at the solicitation of 
the princtpal gentlemen of the county, with great hazard to 
himsclf, at a moment when the king¢om was menaged with 
invasion and rebellion, and that whole county organized for 
insurrection, and imfested hy United Irishaga : That about the 
month of May 1798, after the Procla» ation of Marual Law, 
petitioner, at the head of militia aiid yeomien, had been obliged 
to fight a bédy ot rebcls in that county, whom he catised tg 
surrender ; but finding it iunsfossible to stop the progress of re- 
bellign there, or to discover the horrid pins intended by trai- 

¢ tors for the destruction of his Majesty’s liege subjects; he had 
been reduced to the necessity, m many instances, under the 
advice of several most respectable Magistrates, when all offers 
» of pardon and pecuitizry reward had failed, to order ce rporal 
punishment of whipping tq many persons of whose guilt he had 
“secret information from persons whose names he could not ub- 
licly disclose, as.many persons both before and since had been 
yourdered for giving such information ; end, therefore, in of 
der to encourage persons to give such information, the Magi- 
atrates were publicly sworn to keep secret the names of infor- 
mers: That in consequence of petitioner's exertions, in which 
he was obliged to do mauy' acts not jusifigble at common law, 
that county was saved from destriction: ‘That for acts of no- 
totity done by him in suppression of rebellion, many. actions 
have been brought, ‘and many more threatened, at the instance 
of persons wire have entered into subscription to’ support,them : 
‘That two sych actions had been lately had at the ee 
Clonmel, in both of which verdicts had been obtained aga 
petitioner, ore. for Words spoken and the other for corporal pu- 
nishmnens infieted publicly on the agthof May, ir the town 
of Clonmel, which was to have been, attacked two days after- 
- wards by 8000 rebels. The learned Judges who presided at 
said trials being of opinion, in point of law, that unless pe

indemnity aét. No fuch thing was ever faid by cither 

of the Judges. He was prefent at the trial, and not~a 
fingle tittle of evidence had come outin defence of Mr 
Fitzgerald, nor was-even a pretence pleaded that could 
found a fciatilla of fufpicion againit the plaintiff Wright, 
to juitify thofe unparalleled cruelties exercifed upon him 
for which the jury, a molt refpeflable one, awarded 
sool. damages, and which the learned Judges decla- 
red ought to have been confiderably more than the fum 
claimed. 

With the permiffion. of the Houfe, he would-fhortly 
ftate the facts as they appeared on evidence of feveral 
moft refpeétable witnelfes, and from thofe facts he would 
appeal to the Houfe whether fuch fanguinary, wanton, 
and unparalleled cruelties were entitled to theit fanction 
and indemnity ?

underftood Irith, but he [Major Rial] would find in 
that letter what would juftify him in flogging the fcoun- 
drel to death. © . 

Major Rial read the letter—he found it to be a note 
addrefled for the victim, tran flared in thefe words :

“Tam catremaly sorry I cannot wait on you attlie hour ap- 
pointed, being unavoidably obliged to attend Sir Laurance Par- 
sons. Yours, Baron be Cuves.” 
Notwithftanding this tranflation, which Major Rial 
read to Mr Fitzgerald, he ordered fifty lafhes more to 
be infli€ted, and with fuch peculiar feverity, that—hor- 
rid to relate! the bowels A the bleeding victim, could 
be perceived convulfed and working through his wounds! 
Mr-:Fitzgerald, finding he could not continue the appli- 
cation of his cat o-nine-tails on that part without cutting 
his way into his body, ordered the waiftband of his 
breeches to be.¢ut open, and fifty more lathes to be in- 
fligted there! He then left the unfortunate man bleed- 
ing and fufpended, while he went to the barrack to de- 
mand a file of men ta come and fhoot him ; but being 
refufed by the Commanding Officer, he came back and 
fought for a rope to hang him, but could hot gét one.— 
He then ordered him to be cut down, and fent back to 
prifon, where he was confined in a dark fmall room, 
with no other furniture than'a wretched pallet of ftraw, 
without covering, and here he remainéd fix or feven 
days without any medical affiftance ! 
Gracious God! -(faid Mr Yelverton) will any man 
fay that fuch a conduct is to be fan@ianed and indemni- 
fied by this Houfe ?—Are the laws to be fupported by 
trampling on them? Is-the man who could commit 
fuch barbarities, without the colour of juftice or necef- 
fity, or évén the fhadow of juft fufpicion, to come for 
oan to this Houfe ?—I feel an indignation on this 
ubjeé that almoft deprives me of utterance. I have 
before faid, that I would be one of the laft men to re, 
fufe every reafonable indemnity to loyal magiftrates 
for ats done under the preflure: of apparent jultice or 
neceflity for the fuppreflion of rebellion—but 1 will ne- 
ver yote for protection and indemnity to a ‘bloody ty- 
rant, whofe conduét, though it may have produced good | 
in fome inftances, has been produttive of infinitely more 
mifchief, and on thefe grounds I fhall give this petition 
every refiftance in my power. 
Arrorney Generar rofe in reply. He faid it 
would feem, from the arguments of the Hon. Member; 
that the petition prefumed to reflect imperioufly on the 
conduct of the high and juftly venerated judicial charac- 
ters who prefided at the trial to which he alluded ; had 
it fo done, no man would be more prompt than he 
thould to give it the ftrongeft reprobation, or to argue 
that it opght to be flung back into the face of the per- 
fon who had prefumed to bring it for prefentation ; but 
the petition, to his obferyation, had no fuch thing.— 
The petitioner, whofe exertions had been productive of 
the happieft confequences, only complained of the per- 
fecutions to which he was expofed—his property, and 
what was infinitely of more importance to an honourable 
man, his character, was at ftake. What he claimed 
was inveftigation, and what he offered was proof upon 
‘oath of thé guilt which he had punifhed—-by which pu- 
nifhment he had incurred charges of wanton and unju:ti- 
fiable.feverity, and a¢tions for damages.

Mr Oamssy faid, an Honourable Member had en- 
deavoured to excite the feelings and commiferation 
of the Houfe for the fore back of a fellow, who, he 
believed, would be found, on enquiry, to have very 
well deferved what he had got—it was at leaft well 
known, that he had many bad connexions, and affocia-

Thofe whofe con- 
ftant affociates and pot-companions were United Irith- 
men, ufually proved themfelves to be of the fame de- 
fcription, and thofe who condemned the petitioner for 
feverity to fuch criminals feemed to forget that loyal 
men could hope for no mercy who fell into their clut- 
ches. He trufted the Houfe would extend ample pro- 
tection to a man who had fo well deferved it. 

Col. Bacwext, (Member for county of Tipperary), 
faid, as to the general charaéter of: Mr Wricurt, it 
was moft unexceptionable in point of morality, religion, 
and politics—and to that charaéter, the belt evidence 
was the very high -eftimation in which be was held by 
the beft and moft refpectable men -in the town of Clon- 
mel. He would beg leave further to add, that this un- 
fortunate man who had been thus fo feverely dealt by, 
on the ground of a fufpicion which, it was as yet ap- 
parent, his conduct had not jultified, was nearly related 
to fome of the moftilluftrious and beft charaéters which 
this country could boaft of—this faé muft be adnritted 
in the fenfe of rank allied to virtue, when he {tated him 
te have been a near relation of the late Lord Conmet, 
under whofe patronage he had been educated, ‘and fent 
abroad; he was alfo arelation of that worthy, -refpec- 
table, ahd lamented man,. Ropert Suaw, Efq.— 
and likewife nearly related to the prefent Lord Dun- 
BoYNE ; and as far. as he could gain acquaintance with 
his character, he had never difgraced a friendthip 
which muft have conferred honour on any man.
